NOTES FROM A CITY 


EDITOR'S DAYBOOK—A 
former Dixonite has come up 
with the answer to the often- 
times puzzling question of 
parliamentary procedure. 


Dr. Edward J. Ryan, 539 Hin- 


man Ave., Evanston dentist, has 
devised a sort of slide rule which 
will be of great aid to presiding 
officers at meetings. 


Dr. Ryan, as you probably 


know, wrote a novel in 1949 en- 
titled "Comes an Echo on the 
Breeze," telling of Abraham Lin- 
coln's experience as a captain in 
the Black Hawk war. The setting 
for the novel, of course, was in 
the Rock River Valley and Dix- 
on, where Dr. Ryan still calls 
"home." 
* * * 


But back to the parliamentary 


procedure gadget. The Evanston 
Review describes it this way: 


The device consists of a flat out- 


er casing' of plastic with transpar- 
ent windows, about the size and 
proportions of a book cover turned 
sideways. Within, closely fitting, is 
the sliding member. This is pushed 
in or out till two arrows come 
point to point in line with the type 
of motion on which information is 
sought. When the device is so ad- 
justed, eight small square windows 
will give the answers, chiefly 
"yes" or "no" to eight questions 
involving the motion. Thus a pre- 
siding officer at a meeting, or a 
member wishing to present a mo- 
tion, can determine quickly the 
answers to such questions as 
whether a member presenting a 
specific motion must be recognised 
by the chair, whether the speaker 
can be interrupted, whether the 
motion can be amended, whether 
it must be seconded and" what vote 
is needed for adoption. 
* * * 


The device, which is called 


"Pan-L-View," gives this com- 
prehensive parliamentary infor- 
mation on 36 types of motions. 
* * * 


Dr. Ryan spent two years per- 


fecting the slide rule. He learned 
the need for it, he explains, in his 
experience as president of the Chi- 
cago Dental society and chairman 
of the board of governors of an- 
other group. Robert's Rules of 
Order and other parliamentary au- 
thorities are the sources of his in- 
formation. He originally made the 
slide rule for his own use and then, 
when it attracted considerable at- 
tention, decided to make it avail- 
able to the general public. 


Dr. Ryan has copyrighted the 


device and has just placed it on the 
market.

Tax Cut Delay 
Will Be Asked 
President Confirms 
Earlier Predictions 


WASHINGTON (»—President Eisenhower said today he will ask the 


new congress to postpone the scheduled April 1 cuts—estimated at three 
billion dollars—on corporation and excise taxes. 


The President told his news con 


ference the budget deficit makes 
it necessary to him to make such 
a request. 


He said that when you have the 


government going into the red fed- 
eral income must be kept up. 


Under present law corporation 


tax rates are scheduled to go down 
from 52 per cent to 47 per cent 
on April 1. 


S2 Billion Loss 


That would mean an' estimated 


loss of about two billion dollars in 
revenue. 


Excise taxes on liquor, tobacco, 


automobiles and some other items 
are slated to return to pre-Korean 
war levels on April l. That would 
cause an estimated loss of one bil- 
lion dollars in revenue. 


The President also dealt with 


these other matters: 


Bipartisan cooperation — Eisen- 


hower expressed confidence he will 
have very real cooperation from 
the Democrats as well as the Re- 
publicans OR foreign policy, na- 
tional defense and mutual security 
matters. 


The President said that by and 


large he would expect maximum 
cooperation from Republicans on 
other matters. 


National defense — Eisenhower 


indicated, but did not say so spe- 
cifically, that the administration 
might be thinking about a further 
cut in the strength of the armed 
forces. 


He was asked to comment on a 


report that army strength will be 
reduced by an additional 100,000 
men, 
and that the 1st Marine Di- 


vision will be withdrawn from Ko- 
rea. 


The President replied any full 


exposition would take a good deal 
of time. He went on to say, how- 
ever, that development of the long 
range bomber and atomic weapons 
had made it necessary for the 
United States to concentrate first 
on continental defense, and sec- 
ondly on preventing strategic areas 
such as Western Europe from fall- 
ing to an enemy attack. 


He said that in doing those two 


things, the nation can cut back 
on its active forces so long as it 
has an adequate trained military 
reserve. 


Plans to build that reserve, to 


be sent to thp new Democratic 
controlled Congress, are a far cry 


from universal military training, 
he said. But he left it to Secretary 
of Defense Wilson to answer ques- 
tions about details at a news con- 
ference Friday. 


Second Term — The President 


drew a round of laughter in say- 
ing that he defends the right of 
White 
House 
Press 
Secretary 


James C. Hagerty—or any other 
staff member—to say it would be 
foolhardy for Republicans to fail 
to nominate Eisenhower for a sec- 
ond term. Hagerty made that re- 
mark in a radio interview Mon- 
day night. 


Labor Relations — Eisenhower 


said the question whether to ask 
Congress for an increase in the 75 
cent an hour minimum wage is 
under intensive study. He recalled 
he told Congress in nis last eco- 
nomic report that the administra- 
tion does favor an adjustment in 
the wage floor at the proper time 
—a time of expanding economy. 


As to whether the "right to 


work" 
laws of various 
states 


should be repealed, the President 
said he has reached no irrevoca- 
ble decision. He noted that labor 
unions are against such laws — 
which outlaw such things as union 
shops—and that many of the states 
favor the statutes as a reflection 
of their inalienable rights in such 
fields. 


Secretary of Labor Mitchell has 


called for repeal of the "right to 
work" laws. Eisenhower told his 
news conference last week Mitchell 
was not necessarily expressing ad- 
ministration policy. 


Again today the President de- 


fended what he termed Mitchell's 
right to express such views. He 
said in response to a question, that 
Mitchell is his chief labor adviser. 


Atomic Weapons — Eisenhower 


declined to express any opinion as 
to where rests the power to decide 
possible use of atomic weapons in 
defense of Western Europe. 


Flying Saucers — The President 


said a trusted friend in the Air 
Force has told him it is complete- 
ly inaccurate that any such ob- 
jects as so-called flying saucers 
come from another planet. 


The President made the state- 


ment when a reporter told him 
that some European governments 
are investigating the possibility 
that flying saucers have arrived 
from other planets. 


Twenty Freight Cars Plow 
Off Tracks at Paris, Dl, 


PARIS, HI. </P>—Twenty cars of two New York Central freight trains 


plowed off the right-of-way in this city of about 10.000 early today and a 
witness said, "It's a miracle the entire west end wasn't blown up. 


Among the cars which left the 


rails were three tank cars contain- 
ing naphtha, gasoline and fuel oil. 
Tilted or overturned and with 
seams leaking, they still were a 
menace to the community several 
hours later. 


Prepare Salvage 


Fire Chief Maurice Johnson sta- 


tioned equipment at the wreck 
scene in preparation for salvage 
operations. 


There were no fatalities. Only 


four persons were slightly injured. 
They lived in a store-apartment 
building into which a string of 
t h r e e cars crashed, wrapping 
themselves around it. 


Policeman Wayne Redmon, 34, 


who remarked on the miracle 
there was no explosion or fire 
overlooked the miraculous lack of 
casualties. 


Like 
"Toy Train" 


The train disintegrated in the 


middle of a residential section of 
frame houses much "as if a small 
boy had kicked lua toy electric 


tram apart," said Grover Hoff. 
managing editor of The Beacon- 
News. 


"The cars are sticking up in the 


air at different angles, and are 
torn 
and 
broken." said 
Hoff. 


"They're scattered away from the 
tracks. 


"Two cars rolled more than 200 


yards right down the middle of the 
street." 


A pedestrian passerby reported 


a narrow escape from a boxcar 
which skidded down a street on Us 
side, lengthwise across the street. 


"I had to run back onto a lawn," 


said Raymond Roscow. 


New Jewell, 22; his wife, Evelyn, 


22; their 4-year-old son, Ben, and 
Mrs. Irene Roberts, about 40, who 
live in the second floor of the 
building, suffered minor Injuries. 
After treatment at the Paris Hos- 
pital they were released. The crew 
members of both trains escaped 
uninjured.

Driving day. 


Four hogs, killed in a minor 


crash in Jo Daviess county this 
morning', were the only fatalities 
reported in Illinois State Police 
District one. 


Charles Allen, new Ogle county 


sheriff, reported that his county 
also was accident free today. 


Although the number of deaths 


reported in the nation was a low 
10, the first occurred shortly after 
the day began. Adelbert Jacobs, 
Jr, 
37, Waterford, Milwaukee 


county, Wis., was a traffic victim 
when he lost control of his car near 
Hales Corner. 


There were no witnesses to the 


tragedy- but the county coroner 
said <-We are assuming the acci 
dent occurred after midnight." 


Roads Slippery 


Both the Dixon police depart- 


ment and the county sheriff's of- 
fice expressed surprise and pleas- 
ure that local motorists here had 
weathered the storm so far. 


Snow began falling early last 


night, making roads slippery as the 
hour for Safe-Driving day ap- 
proached. 


State Police headquarters for 


District one at Sterling reported 
the only accident in this section of 
Illinois. 


Delmar Burte, 36, Apple River, 


was the driver in an accident in 
which four hogs, valued at S250, 
were killed. Damage to Burte's 
car was estimated at $350. The 
mishap took place seven miles 
south of Apple Paver on the Galena 
road. State P o l i c e m a n Clyde 
Groom, Warren, investigated the 
accident. 


12 Hours To Go 


There were still 12 hours to go 


in the drive to cut sharply or cur 
tail entirely accidents and fatali- 
ties today to prove that motorists 
and pedestrians can be careful 
every day of the year. 


No snow is predicted for this aft- 


ernoon but below freezing temper- 
atures are expected tonight. These 
weather conditions would tend to 
create extra hazards and local 
authorities cautioned motorists to 
take this into consideration when 
they get behind the wheels of their 
cars. 


Across the nation, many non-fatal 


accidents were reported. New York 
City had 32 during the first nine 
hours. The Chicago area had 65 in 
10 hours. 


Dangerous Period 


The National Safety Council said 


that last year accidents averaged 
about 27,000 a day. In the first 10 
months of this year, the council 
said, traffic deaths have averaged 
97 a day. 


As the halfway mark was ap- 


proached, deaths were being re- 
ported at a rate of less than one 
per hour. During a Dec. 1 (also a 
Wednesday) survey made by the 
Associated Press, deaths occurred 
at the rate of two or three an hour 
and totaled 64.

New Plan Will 
Save $6,000 a 
Month to State 


CHICAGO (J) — A plan to save 


some J6.000 a month in surplus 
food distribution costs in downstate 
Illinois is being considered by the 
Illinois Public Aid Commission. 


Peter Cahill, administrative as- 


sistant in charge of the food pro- 
gram in five counties, said Tues- 
day the money now is being paid 
to Dunbar fc Co.. a Springfield 
trucking firm which holds an ex- 
clusive contract to distribute sur- 
plus foods in the state. 


He said the U. S. Department of 


Agriculture is willing to deliver di- 
rectly to the IPAC warehouse at 
Johnston City by rail, rather than 
to Dunbar warehouses in Chicago 
and Springfield for redistribution, 
as at present.

liamson, Franklin, Saline, Hardin 
and Perry.

Kavanagh, Pralt 
Firms Ravaged 
By Flames Today 


A spectacular fire of unde- 


termined origin destroyed the 
Kavanagh Co. building and 
leavily damaged the adjoin- 
ng Henry Pratt Co. in Dix- 
on's West End early today. 
Damage may reach a million 
dollars, c o m p a n y officials 
said. 


Regular 
Dixon 
firemen, 


augmented by volunteers and 
rural department personnel, 
battled the 
flames which 


reached their height during a 
heavy snowstorm. Summoned 
at 1:04 a. m., they brought 
the fire under control at day- 
break. 


The building housing the two 


firms had an historical signifi- 
cance It was the former site of 
the Grand Detour Plow Co . the 
forerunner of the now nationally- 
known John Deere Co. 


Pratt Suffers 


Although the Kavanagh plant 


was destroyed, the Henry Pratt 
Co. suffered the heaviest. Valuable 
machine tools and equipment were 
hit by the fire. There was damage 
to huge valves being manufactured 
for the Air Force. This boosted the 
loss to $750,000, Pratt Co. officials 
said. The Pratt firm owned the en- 
tire building, leasing a section of 
it to the Kavanagh Co., makers of 
plastic novelties. 


Kenneth Rowe. superintendent of 


the Dixon division of the Henry 
Pratt Co., said today that the loss 
was covered by insurance. He add- 
ed, that the company intends to le- 
build. John Kavanagh. owner of the 
destroyed Kavanagh Co. plant, in- 
dicated that it was his intention to 
rebuild his plant. 


No Job Lo*s 


"The 1C or 12 employes who 


normally work in the tooling sec- 
tion will either be placed some- 
where else temporarily or will be 
laid off with full--pay," Rowe ex- 
plained. 


John C. Kavanagh, head of the 


Kavanagh Company, today esti- 
mated the damage to his stock and 
equipment at S75.000 and said it 
was completely covered by insur- 
ance. 


The Kavanagh Company manu- 


factures 
plastic holiday decora- 


tions and has had only a skeleton 
crew working since Dec. 1 because 
of the between-season lull. 


Kavanagh said that practically 


all the Christmas decorations had 
been shipped and that they were 
planning to start rehiring next 
week for the Easter decoration 
manufacturing. 


Kavanagh admitted the plastic 


materials he manufactures are 
highly flammable but explained

U. N. Secre- 
tary General Dag Hammarskjold 
has offered to go to Peiping then 
to discuss the case. Peiping has 
yet to reply.

copies have been sold to date. 


No tune in the history of Tin Pan 


Allev has ever equaled its success. 
Almost 90 singers have recorded

Bells" into the discard as the holi- 
day's most successful anthem. 


Irving Berlin's songs retain their 


popularity for decades and are 
never dated. But "White Christ- 
mas" will outlive them all. The 
first rocket ship scientists to spend 
the night on the moon, I suspect, 
will look down at dear old Mother 
Earth, grin and then harmonize: 


"I'm 
dreaming 
of a 
White 


Christmas." 


IT WOULD BE nice to report 


that "White Christmas." now fea- 
tured in the Paramount movie of 
the same title, was composed by 
Berlin in a burst of emotionalism 
engendered by the spirit of the 
season. 


But I'm sorry to say it isn't so. 
Berlin wrote the melody on an 


August afternoon in 1938 in his 
Beejcman Place home in New 
York. 


'T'had a job to do." he tells it. 


"I had to compose a tune to fit 
each of 10 or 12 holidays for a 
Broadway show called 'Stars on 
My Shoulder.' White Christmas 
was one of them. 


"I thought the hit would be 'Be 


Careful, It's My Heart,' the Valen- 
tine's Day tune. But I was wrong." 


He was wrong about the show, 


too. It was never produced. And 
Berlin thought so little of "White 
Christmas" he left it on the shelf 
for four years until Paramount 
signed him to write the tunes for 
a Bing Crosby movie, "Holiday 
Inn," in 1942 


"I TOOK IT OFF the shelf and 


polished the lyrics a little," Berlin 
remembers, "and went to Bing's 
dressing room at Paramount to 
get his okay on all the songs for, 
the picture." As he tells it:

Thousands 
and 
thousands of 


adopted children live in mutually 
happy relationship with their adop- 
tive parents. In too many instances, 
however, either the children or the 
couples who have adopted them 
struggle with difficult problems be- 
cause not enough care and thought 
was taken in making the adoption 
in the first place. 


The question of adoption usually 


comes up for couples who desire 
children but do not hope to have 
any of their own. On the other side 
there are infants or children who 
have been deprived of normal fam- 
ily life by reason of illegitimate 
birth, death of parents, or perhaps 
economic disaster. When properly 
planned, therefore, adoption may 
be a splendid answer to the prob- 
lems of both. 


There are four questions con- 


nected with adoption which seem to 
come up more frequently than any 
others. The first and most import- 
ant comes from couples who wish 
to adopt a rhild and want to know 
how to go about doing so. 


This should be more than just 


a 
spur-of-the-moment 
decision; 


adopting a child is not a relation- 
ship which should be entered into 
lightly. The physical condition both 
of the prospective adopted child 
and of the adopting couple should 
be given senous consideiation. The 
hereditaiy background and religion 
of the couple and the child's natur- 
al parents should also be matched 
as closely ns possible. Failure to 
do these things is responsible for 
many of the sad adoption cases on 
file with welfare agencies. 


Getting a so-called black market 


baby is the most common cause of 
unhappy and unsatisfactory adop- 
tions. The chances of making a 
suitable match of the adopting par- 
ents and of the adopted child are 
greatly improved when reliable 
welfare agents and physicians are 
consulted and involved even though 
the wait may be longer. 


Another kind of question is that 


which comes from Mrs W . who 
wants to know if she and her hus- 
band, who are 41 and 44 years old. 
respectively, are too old to adopt 
an infant. This question is most 
difficult to answer since it involves 
the health and economic conditions 
as well as other characteristics of 
the couple. 


Assuming that Mr. and Mrs. 


W. are physically, emotionally and 
economically able to adopt an in- 
fant, they should probably look 
ahead fi.mKlv ns to how they will 
feel about it in 10 or 15 years and 
whether they believe they will then 
be able and willing to cope with 
the problems of adolescence, edu- 


cation and the like. 


Another 
common question 
is 


whether an adopted child should be 
told that he or she is adopted. 
Most of those who have studied this 
question seem to have decided 
quite definitely that a child should 
be told as soon as he or she can 
understand it and that if this is 
pi operly done real good is accomp- 
lished.

Water Difficulty 


The firemen ran into immediate 


difficulty when they found 
the 


water mains in Dementown were 
inadequate to handle the sudden 
increase of pressure.

dawn hours and at times faced the 
stubborn blaze with streams no 
more powerful than a garden hose.

The ICC order concerns installa- 


tion of flashing warning lights at 
the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
Railroad crossing on a state aid 
road west of the elevator in Stew- 
ard. Warning signals will be in- 
creased at the crossing near the 
railroad station, and all other 
crossings will be barricaded as a 
traffic safety precaution. Movable 


barricades will be placed at the 
closed crossings to allow their use 
in case of emergency. Pedestrian 
crosswalks at the closed crossings 
will remain open. 


Cost of the project will be $12,- 


000, with the county and the rail- 
road sharing the cost. 


The board also voted to pay 


half the $1,310.15 cost of a new cul- 
vert on a Willoxv Creek Township 
road with the other half being paid 
by the township. The culvert will 
be located about two miles south 
of Scarboro. 


After receiving a number of rou- 


tine reports, the board gave a ris- 
ing vote of thanks to Supervisor A. 
C. Higby, Dixon Township, for do- 
nating a used two-way radio for 
use in the game warden's car, and 
adjourned until Jan. 6. 


The board began its two-day ses- 


sion Tuesday morning. Tuesday 
afternoon the board approved by a 
16 to 9 vote a liquor license trans- 
fer from the Skyline tavern near 
the Dixon airport to the Club 30 in 
Harmon Township. Russell M. Stev- 
ens is owner of the Dixon tavern, 
and Anthony Celletis operates Club 
30. 


OREGON —(Special)— The Ogle 


County Board of Supervisors Tues 
day awarded A $7.035 contract for 
redecorating the third floor of the 
courthouse to a Rochelle firm. 


The Sarver Construction Com- 


pany received the contract for re- 
modeling the old Memorial Hall in 
the courthouse. This floor was a 
former Civil War headquarters. 


The contract calls for moving 


the County Highway offices from 
the second to the third floor. The 
Ogle County Draft Board and the 
unemployment compensation offi- 
ces will also be housed on the third 
floor. 


The old Highway offices on the 


second floor will become a County 
courtroom and a County judge's 
chamber. Judge Helen Rutkowski's 
old office on the first floor will be 
made a part of the County Clerk's 
office. 


In addition, the Board also ap 


proved the installing in the court 
house of 24 fluorescent lights for 
$968 and the purchase and installa 
tion of two drinking fountains for 
$800 for the courthouse. 


The Board approved a $287,250 


budget and a $135,700 tax levy for 
the coming fiscal year. A new car 
was also approved for the Countj 
Highway Engineer. 


The Dixon City Council stayed in 


session for more than an hour 
Tuesday discussing the dog situa- 
tion in Dixon and hearing the 
views from almost a dozen citizens 
on the problem. 


The citizens present unanimous- 


ly agreed that Dixon needs a 
stringent ordinance to handle the 
troublesome dog situation. 


"Our problem is the nuisance of 


dogs not taken care of by their 
owners," Mayor William Slothow- 
er explained, "and we have taken 
the proposed ordinance under study 
to find out what public opinion is 
before we act." 


Ballard'a Plan 


Commissioner C. Lyle Ballard 


outlined three steps he deemed as 
necessary to successfully cope with 
the problem. 


"First, we need the 100 per cent 


cooperation of all dog owners and 
non dog owners," Ballard said. 
"Next, the City Council must en- 
act an ordinance to provide for 
ways and means to combat this 
problem. 


"Finally, specify and provide 


means for the Dixon police depart- 
ment to take care of the situation," 
Ballard added. 


"There is an existing ordinance 


on the books that says the police 


re supposed to take care of dog 
•roblems but we are presently un- 
.ermanned and we are unable to 
enforce this ordinance," Ballard 
aid. 


"Declare* War" 


Mrs. Pauline Evans, president of 


the local Humane Society, flatly 
tated that her organization has 
'declared war" on people who are 
abusing dumb animals and in the 
uture will see that anyone guilty 
of this will be arrested—"no mat 
,er who or what they are." 


Mrs. Evans read a prepared sug 


festion list to the council for points 
she thought should be included in 
any ordinance passed by the city 
of Dixon. 


Most of her suggestions were 


'rom the humane standpoint but 
wo of the main ones dealt with 
cruelty to animals punishment and 
iie execution of unwanted stray 
dogs. 


She asked that a $25 minimum 


and $500 maximum fine and/or a 
minimum jail sentence of 30 days 
be imposed on persons guilty of 
abusing dumb animals. 


Wants Gas Chamber 


She also asked that a gas cham- 


ber be provided for the execution 
of stray animals. Her reason was 
that unless the "executioner" was 
a good shot and could kill the ani 
mal with one* bullet, the anima 
would suffer. 


The proposed ordinance states 


that any dog found on a public 
street, sidewalk, alley, parkway or 
any unenclosed place—w h e t h e r 
licensed or not—would be declared 
limning at large and would be 
labeled a public nuisance. 


The dog would be taken to the 


city dog pound by a regularly ap- 
pointed dog catcher and kept for 
48 hours before being destroyed. 
The owner could claim his dog for 
$2 anytime within the two-day im- 
poundmerit. 


The Council also heard an ap- 


peal from Ballard to cooperate in 
he Safe-Driving Day campaign to- 
day. "Successful cooperation can 
convince the people that every day 
can be made S-D Day," Ballard 
said. 


Ballard also issued an appeal to 


Dixon residents who are closing 
their houses for any length of time 
while going on winter vacations to 
contact the police department as 
to how long they will be gone, 
where their house is located and 
who has a key. 


"This way the police can keep a 


fairly close check on empty houses 
and possibly discourage any at- 
tempted burglaries or illegal en- 
tries," Ballard said.

Koslow was depicted by the 


prosecution as leader of the gang 
which roamed Brooklyn parks at 
night, beating and torturing inno- 
cent victims "for thrills." 


Attorneys for Koslow and Mitt- 


man argued that Menter's death 
was not murder but resulted from 
a mischievous prank.
